junction with other party leaders and 
candidates.

OPPOSING THE LAW. 


There is a federal law which pro- 


hibits the killing of migratory birds 
at certain times and this is being 
fought by the pot hunted. 
The law 


was passed in the hope that the birds 
which migrate from one part of the 
country to the other might be protect 
ed from extermination. In the south 
for instance, robins are slaughtered 
throughout the winter by men who 
claim to be sportsmen, but who are 
nothing more than bird butchers.
